He acknowledged the finan- 
cial traasactions with the negro, but 
claimed that out of sympathy for the negro 
he had loaned him money to “keep shoes 
on his feet and food in his stomach,” and 
that in taking a part of. Johnson's pay he 
was merely exacting the:-repayment of the 
loans, 

When a reporter saw Mr. Randall Wed- 
nesday morning. he was at first disposed to 
be sarcastic, but presently he became com- 
municative of his intentions. 

“The incident is not cloged!"’ he _ said, 
positively. “I intend to stamd on my rights. 
Johnson's name will not be on next month’s 
pay-roll. President McMath will have to 
approve it. He has no wight to refuse. If 
he refuscs I. will appeal’ # the courts. I 
will compel him by mand us to sign it. 

“The negro was discharged for insubordi- 


President McMath” has permitted 
him to insult me, but he shall not stay on

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 4.—‘*Any 
man who says the railroads put up a dollar 
for me specially two years ago, is an un- 
mitigated liar.’’ 

This’ declarat'on was Gov. Stephen’s re- 
ply to the charges made by Virgil Conkling 
secretary of State Democratic Committee, 
when asked for a statement by the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent at noon to-day. 

“Mr. Conkling’s statements are libelous 
and I have not decided what course I will 
pursue in reference to them,” continued 
the Governor. 

“Everybody knows that for eight years 
the raising of railroad assessments, in- 
cluding the Missouri Pacific, has been my 
fight and the railroads fought me bitterly 
for that reuson.’’ 

“lHiow about his charge that you did not 
contribute to the last Democratic cam- 
paign?’’ 

‘“T have a letter from Chairman Cook in 
which he said if I would do certain things, 
they would be satisfied. I did those things 
and Mr. Cook and two others were satis- 
fied to all appearances. I told Mr. Cook 
that I could do more good by contributing 
directly than through the committee, and 
in the campaign I gave away about $3000.

Peculiar Characteristics of Some of the 
Noted Men Who Help Make the 
Laws at Washington. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Nearly every 
afternoon the four most ponderous Justices 
of the Supreme Court—Harlan,. Brewer, 
White and Gray—walk down the Capitol 
steps and up Pennsylyania avenues to their 
hemes. Each of thesé able jurists tips the 
scales past the 225-pound imark, and as 
they walk four abreast, with their coats 
closely buttoned and their silk tiles shining 
in the sunlight, they present a most im- 
posing spectacle. Pedestrians going in op- 
position direction Invariably eurn aside to 
permit the judicial dignitaries to pass on 
unobstructed. The wide sidewalks of the 
uvenue are scarcely large enough to accom- 
modate the Justices when they walk, and 
oftentimes the humble passer-by is com- 
pelled to step off the curbstene. 


Senator Donelson Caffery. 

Senator Donelson Caffery of Louisiana, 
who will lead the fight against the rati- 
fication of the treaty of peace, is one of 
the ablest men in the Senate. Mr. Caffery 
is a gold Democrat and had much to do 


with the placing of the Palmer and Buc«- 
ner Sound Money Democratic ticket in the 
field in 1896. As a member of the most 
important committees of the Senate he 
has much to do with shaping the course 
of legislation. As an authority on inten- 
national law he stands with few equals 
in the Senate and his opinion on matters 
in which this code is invoived is usually ac- 
cepted as §nal. He was one of the three 
Senators—White and We.ington being 
the two others—who voted against a war. 
A Southerner by birth and training, he has 
all his life been thrown into contact 
with the negro. Believing that the Cubans 
are less capable of self government than 
are the Southern darkies, he opposed 
Federal interference in Cuba. Although 
64 years of age, Senator Caffery is as, vigor- 
ous as a man of forty, and he rmever yields 
to temporary defeat, but is always spurred 
on to greater efforts. He is short of Sta- 
ture, thickly set, and his hair and whiskers 
have been touched gently by the finger of 
time.

CIVIC FEDERATION OF OHICAGO 
PRESENTS A SUBSTITUTE 
AT SPRINGFIELD. 


ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE MEETS. 


Sherman Is Chosen Speaker and All 
Other Officers Are Decided on 
in Caucus. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan. 4.—Representa- 
tives of the Chicago Civic Federation are 
here. with a substitute for the Allen Iaw. 
T. C. MacMillan theads the committee. 
The substitute bill will be presented simul- 
tuneously in the Senate and House of Rep- 
resenitatives during the day. 

The Chicago committee proposes to stay 
until the Allen law is repealed and an- 
other street railway franchise law is placed 
upon the statute books. It will present 
the bill with an address to the _ public, 
which is signed by the members of the 
franchise committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion, of which Josiah L. Lombard is chair- 
man. . 


Chief among tre pruvisions of the Allen 
law substitute are the following: 

\. All power to originate ail kinds of street 
railway legislation is (taken from the City 
founcil and piaced in the hands of a local 
coulrmission, ju iarge cities this board is 
to be couiposed of the Mayor, the Commission- 
er of DMublic Works, apd an officer to be 
elected by the people at a judicial election for 
a term of six years. In towns and villages 
the commission is to be composed of the Prest- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, the Treasurer 
and Clerk. Such commission will have the in- 
filative in oll street railway legislation and 
shall recommend to the Connell extensions of 
existing frahchises and ordinances for new 
roads, The commission will be empowered 
to enforce the provisions of all franchises 
granted and to see that the corporations live 
up to their agreements. ‘ 

«. NO application -for an extension of an 
existing franchise can be considered until 
Within two years of the date of the expira- 
tion of the grant.

After a review of State 
aftairs, the message declares that over- 
production of the coal mines in Illinois was

differences, 

On street railways, the Governor says: “I 
desire to call your special attention to the 
urgent necessity for street railway legis- 
lation. The Allen law falls far short of 
meeting the requirements of the situation. 
The Fortieth General Assembly deserves 
credit for its effort to amend the old 
dummy act of 1874.’’ 


BANKERS DISBELIEVE IT. 


Chicago Safe.Opening Story Regarded 
Skeptically Here. 


St. Louis bankers and Trust Company 
officials denounce as preposterous a etory 
which comes from Chicago to the effect 
that a time lock safe was opened there 
with a piece of kindling wood by the presi- 
dent of the bank while experimentin 

Secretary John VD. Filley of the St. 
Trust Company said: 

“That is a piece of sensationalism which 
I would not discuss unless the statements 
2 it were verified to my complete satisfac- 
tion, 

“You.don't mean to tell me that a man 
could open that safe over there by batter- 
ing on the outer door of steel. Even if he 
did. he would then have to open the inner 
combination locks. It would not be im- 
portant if true, but I do not believe it is 
true.”’ 

Cashier W. H. Thomson of the Boatmen's 
Bank took the same view. 

‘t heard,’’ said he, “‘that a safe had been 
opened in some unusual way in Chicago, 
but I set it down at once as an unreliable 
story. Even if true it would not affect St. 
Louis. I do not know of a bank here 
which uses the time lock appliance on its 
vaults. We let the maker of our large 
safe attach the device but we have never 
used it. Time locks are of no value in a 
big city. They are generally used in 
smali towns where there is danger of a 
cashter or watchman being held up. In 
that case he can plead that the safe has 
a time lock and it is impossible for him to 
open it. In addition to the time locks 
there are always combination locks inside.”’ 

“I do not know the make of safe which 
Vice-President Clark of the Hibern‘an 
Banking Association is said to have opener 
with a stick. Without that knowledge | 
can’t discuss the etory. One thing is cer- 
tain. There is no safe in the St. Louis 
banks that can be opened that way.

uted through the purchased subway, 

The Edison Electic Illuminating Com- 
pany owns and operates six central eta- 
tions in this city. In 1897 the company 
had 227 miles of ducts. Its gross earnings

Army Till Cuba Is Free. 


HAVANA, Jan. 4.—A letter from Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Cuban army, given out by the Junta 
Patriotica, has aroused much comment 


here. The veteran general was asked b 
the Patriotic League to visit the capital, 
but replied that his place was at the head of 
the army in the field. Continuing, he said: 
**Much tact and wisdom are necessary to 
make the American hee} less severe on our 
necks. You need to display great intelli- 
gence, ability and well-directed energy.’ 
In a proclamation addressed to the Cuban 
people and army, which is printed in all 
the papers here, Gen. Gomez says: 
“A new era has begun. The enemies of 
our army are leaving the country and the 
sovereignty of the island, which is neither 
free nor independent, is exercised by the 
great American nation. According to the 
island, and its military occupation can not 
people is established. We ought to imme- 
diately put ourselves to the task of form- 
ing that government in order to end 
American intervention as quickly as possi- 
ble, but before this it Is necessary, be- 
cauee it is just and in ordér that all of us 
can become civilians, to end satisfactorily 
the negotiations for the payment of the 
army, a debt contracted by the country 
with its faithful soldiers.

Jones’ father was employed in the lead 
mines at Bonne Terre and until last spring 
Fred worked with him. When the war 
clouds were gathering for the Spanish con- 
flict Jones left his home, came to St. Lou‘s 
and enlisted in the First Missouri regiment. 
With his comrades he was at Chickamau- 

a, and when the regiment returned to St. 

‘o be mustered out he Was located at 
Armory at Seventeenth Pine 
streets. 

On the evening of Oct. 24 Jones was walk- 
ing in the vicinity of Union Station. with 
#ome friends. Walter Sanders, a private in 
another company of the First regiment, ap- 
proached Jones and wanted to borrow some 
money. Jones refused to make the loan 
and he says Sanders struck him. A quarre!] 
arose and Sanders attempted to assault 
Jones. The young soidier drew a pistol 
and fired one shot at Sanders. The ball 
Struck Sanders on the leg and made .a 
wound of no consequence. 

Jones was taken into custody and held 
for assault to kill. While he was in jail 
his regiment was mustered out of the ser- 
vice. Nov. 24 Jones was released on bond 
and ne went at once to his home at Bonne 
Terre. 

The last grand jury indicted him. The 
young soldier was gerief-stricken when the 
officer arrived to take him hack to St. 

vis. Dye said he would leave Jones 
with his dying father if he would give him 
any assurance he would make no attempt 
to escape. A dozen of Bonne Terre’s best 
citizens said they would vouch for Jones. 

His father died Saturday night. The fu- 
neral was held Monday. Tuesday morning 
Jones appeared before Deputy Sheriff Dye. 
redeemed his promise and gave up his lib- 
erty.

MO INJURY TO CURTAINS. 


Public Librarian Notifying Persons 
Who Have Contagious Diseases 
Not to Return Books. 


Sanitary Officer Francis, City Bacteriolo- 
gist Ravold and City Chemist Teichman 
are making important and interesting ex- 
periments with a new fumigator which they 
have about decided to adopt. The new 
agent is said to have all of the virtues of 


sulphur “without its defects. It is now 
being used extensively by the Sanitary De- 
partment in the fumigation of houses where 
contagious diseases have been. 
It is one of the products of wood alcohol, 
and is sold in one of two forms, either as 
a solic in compressed tablet form or as a 
gas suspended in water. For purposes of 
pamipation it is always used in the solid 
orm. 
A room hag been set aside at the City 
Hall for experiments with the new fumi- 
gator. City Chemist Teichman says the 
process of fumigating.a house is both sim- 
ple and effective. 
A smal) alcoho: lamp fs lighted under a 
pan contaiming the preparation. One 80 
Brain tablet will thoroughly fumigate a 
room. ‘The tablet evaporates and the gas 
which is highly explosive permeates every 
crack and cranny. No disease germ can live 
in the fumes. One of the claims made for 
the chemical is that it is of such low 
specific gravity it igs quickly dissipated and 
a house which has been fumigated can be 
eccupied within an hour after the opera- 
tion. An objection often raised against sul- 
phur as a fumigating agent is that it de- 
stroys and discolors curtains and tapes- 
tries, especially of silk or other organ.c 
texture. This disinfectant is said to have 
no such defect 
Rigid tests haye been employed in deter- 
mining the efficacy. In making these tests 
disease germs taken from cultures pre- 
pared by the City Chemist are’ distributed 
on threads which are suspended in glass 
tubes These tubes are placed in houses 
during fumigation. They are then observed 
closely for several days. If no further 
growth is observed the germs are dead. 
City Chemist Teichman has pronounced 
views on the virtues of fiimigation. 
“J believe, he said, ‘“‘that every book re- 
turned to the Public Library should be 
fumigated before being reissued. Few peo- 
ple wash their hands after using library 
books. I always do so, because I know 
how apt they are to carry disease germs. 
The books of the library could be fumigat- 
ed at a comparatively trifling cost.- Fur 
the purpose air-tight. boxes could be con- 
structed in the library. In these the books 
could be placed and fumigated as fast as 
they were returned, This is done in Eu- 
‘ope now and experiments along the samet 
ine are being made in the East.” 
Superintendent F. M. Crunden is foliow- 
ing the experiments closely and is greatly 
interested in them. He favors the fumi- 
gation of the library books as a precau- 
tionary measure. 
“We would be glad to fumigate our books 
if the sanitary officers would only show us 
how to do it,” said Assistant Superintend- 
ent Smydon. “At present all we can do 
is to assure the public that no books wiil 
reach here from infected families without 
being fumigated. The City Sanitary De- 
partment forwards to us each day a list 
of the families in which one or more mem- 
bers have contagious diseases. These in- 
clude even cases of croup. When we find 
that library tickets are held in any of these 
families we send them a postal asking 
them not to return books until they have 
been fumigated. In such cases al] fines 
are suspended.”’ 
The form of postal used i« as follows: 
Dear Sir: The Board of Health reports a 
case of ———— in your family. If you have 
any library books in your’ possession please 
do not return them to the library until your 
house and books have been fumigated by the 
Health Officer. Respectfully, 4

brary officials when the books have been 
fumigated.

JUDGE ADAMS MAKES AN IM- 
PORTANT RULING ON THE 
BANKRUPT LAW. 


QUESTIONS OF ASSIGNMENT. 


There Can Be No Preferred Creditor 
Except by Agreement of All 
the Oreditors. 


Judge Elmer R. Adams of the Federal 
Court for the Eastern District of Missouri 
has rendered a ‘decision under the bank- 
ruptcy law passed by Congress July 1, 1898, 
entitled: “An act to establish a uniform 
of bankruptcy throughout the 
United States,"’ which construes that law 


to make it a wrongful act for a debtor to 
select an assignee and turn his property 
over to that assignee for the benefit of ai] 
his creditors, without the concurrence of 
the creditors ard in the case under judg- 
ment, the matter of Henry B. Sievers. the 
assignee appointed by Sievers, Henry B 
Davis is enjcined from proceeding further 
with the administration of the estate under 
the general assignment made to him. The 
United States Marsha! is appointed to take 
charge of Sievers’ property and hold it 
until either the petition filed by creditors 
asking an adjustment of ‘bankruptcy 
against Sievers is dismissed or the trustee 
to be appointed by the court has qualified. 
Sievers made an assignment to Davis for 
the benefit of creditors Dec. 6, 1898. On 
Dec. 19, the Adam Roth Grocer Co and 
other creditors filed their petition in. the 
Federal Court asking that Sievers be de- 
clared a bankrupt, that a receiver be ap- 
pointed and that Davis be restrained from 
acting under the voluntary assignment. 
Davis made a return to the petition set- 
ting up two propositions: First, that while 
the making of a general assignment is 
made an act of bankruptcy, these is no 
provision in the act of Congress annulling 
such assignment. Second, any action 
against respondent’s right to act under the 
assignment should be brought in the Cir- 
cuit Court.
